Kansas City, May 1.—President Roose­ 
velt spent five hours in Kansas City, Mo., 
to day and later was the guest of Kansas 
City, Kan., for two hours, leaving for the 
west at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
In the 
two cities the president was driven over a 
route fifteen miles long. - He reviewed 
nearly 90,000 school children and made 
two speeches, one at Convention hall be- 
foret ho greate^ crowd that that noted 
structure ever heldi and partook of lun­ 
cheon at the Baltimore hotel as the guest 
of the Commercial club of Kansas City, 
Mo. 


In the party here W'as Secretary of Wai 
Root, who Joined the president at St. 
Louis. The reception given Roosevelt was 
intensely 'enthusiastic and it is estimated 
100,000 persons, several thousand coming 
to town from the surrounding country! 
greeted him. The schools were closed and 
business generally suspended, the mayor 
having proclaimed It a holiday. 
Many 
residences and business houses were deco­ 
rated. Never before had there been such 
a general desire on the part citizens to 
show their esteem for a distinguished 
visitor.

St. Louis, May 1.—"International. Day, 


the second of the trio devoted to the dedi 
cation of the Louisiana Purchase exposi 
tion, was devoted to greetinss and re­ 
sponses by representatives of foreign na­ 
tions which will have buildingr at the 
fair.' The exercises, which were largely 
attended, took place at the liberal arts 
buildliig at noon. The invocation was de­ 
livered by Rév. Carl Swensson, following 
which ex-Senator John M. ThurstW of 
the national commission was introduced 
as president of the day. 


Although the hour set for commence- 
laiìn^Utlyit^ìday^s excrcJMS .iifas 12 o'clock 
it was long past thalf'time when diplomats 
and their esçort arrived a t the liberal arts 
building. 
The delay In the proceedings 
diâ not cause discomfort to many people, 
for the crowd showcâ no great interest in 
the official program.'^ 


At the conclusion of Thurston’s remarks 
iVesident Francis of the exposition spoke 
as follows: ^ 


The Universal Exposition of 1904 ex­ 
tends a cordial greeting to the distin­ 
guished representatives of foreign coun­ 
tries who favor us by their presence on 
this memorable occasion. An assembling 
of envoys' tìr 
organized 
governments, 
however limited in their number, and 
whatever its object'may be. is character­ 
istic of, a high civilization; but when that 
convening is as general in its character 
as this, it Indicates marked progress 
in the establishment of a better under- 
BtandinfiT between interests and policies 
long antagonistic and at a variance. And 
when the object of such a meeting is, as 
In this case, to establish and cement 
friendly relations between people who dif­ 
fer In forms of government, in religion 
and in race, it means a distinct step to­ 
ward the organization of a parlaiment 
of man, an accomplishment worthy of the 
highest endeavor because its consumation 
would result in a universal peace. 


When the civilized nations of the earth 
meet In a friendly rivalry, their better 
acquaintance engenders increased respect. 
The closer commercial relations that fol 
low are conducive to 
mutual 
benefit. 
They 
efface 
prejudices, 
they broaden 
sympathies, they deepen and widen the 
foundations of human progress. 


The civilization of past ages would have 
experienced no overthrows if they had 
been based on the intelligences of the

thanks for the splendid 
manifestation in his honor. 


King Edward and m em b ^ of his party, 
escorted by a regiment of 
cuirassiers, 
drove to the British embassy. 
The av^ 
enues were lined with solid ranks of dra> 
goons, cuirassiers, horse artillery, field 
batteries and infantry. Behind these mar­ 
tial walls people were banked and all 
trees, windows and balconies and house, 
tops were crowded with spectators. It is 
estimated half a million people gathered 
along the line. At the Act de Triomphc 
the scene w’as maestic, long shimmering 
lines of soldiery, and a forest of waving 
banners, with blaring bugles and rolling 
drums and succeeding bands taking up 
God Save the King." The president and 
the king were continuously acclaimed as 
they passed through the lines of soldiery. 
When the cortege reached the Place de la 
Concorde a battery of great guns crashed 
forth the royal salute. 
King Edward 
alighted at the British embassy, abovr 
which the royal standard of Great Brit­ 
ain was raised. After a brief rest at the 
embassy King Edward proceded with an 
escort of cuiralssers to the Elysee palace, 
where he was received by President Lou­ 
bet. 
They remained together alone for 
some time.

Ski 
ton, of Trenton, N. J., who later iiti 
the evening entertained the compal^ 
in a most delightful way by reacjihjg 
a tersely vrritten and coniprchensi# 
paper on "What Husic is. Its Origin 
Soui’cës Form -»nd^Content.’Y, The 
force,of his words were well brought 
oiit by illustrations on the piano dur 
ing the reading. He W'as listened to 
with the closest attention and in­ 
terest, and at the conclusion of the 
paper again delighted his hearers 
with two instrumental numbers of 
his ' own 
composition^ The guests 
then mingled socially and afterward 
were invited to the 
dining 
room 
where elegant 
refreshments weite 
served. 


Mr. Skilton is a gentleman of fine 
presence and is possessed of musica 
talent and ability. He was a class 
mate of President Barnes, graduat­ 
ing from Yale college in .1889, and is 
also an alumnus of the Royal School 
of Music of Berlin. He is a member 
of the faculty of the ÎTew Jersey 
Normal College of Music and is the 
author o£ a number of musical com 
positions 
that 
have been received 
with much favor. One of his recent 
compositions for piano and violin was 
awarded first prize by tlie Nationa 
Music Teachers’ association. Mr. Skil 
ton’s paj>er was alike enjoyed by the 
musician and non-musician and his 
remarks on the “Content of Music” 
are presented: 


•When we consider what thé content of 
Qtiusic is, w Stt tt expresse», we have tu 
dismiss a t . once all tan^blc objects of 
thought. Music* does not express clouds 
fire, water or any form of matter. It Is 
true that a certain piece for the pianu 
.sugge.sts fleecy clouds drifting across the 
moon so plausibly that we call it “The 
Moonlight Sonata,” and 
an 
orchestral 
work imitates the crackle and .sparkle of 
tlame.s .so perfectly that it is named "The 
Magic Fire” music. 
Pliilip Spitta, the 
biographer of Bacii, onos .said in my hear 
ing: “Music cannot reproduce a phenom 
enon, but it can reproduce the characteris 
tic motion of a phenomenon.” The mo 
tion of the clouds or the flames can b» 
reproduced by music, and the feelings 
which the beatuy of the natural spectacle 
excites can also be aroused by the beauty 
of the music. 
This, however. Is coinci 
dence and does not mean that clouds and 
fire are the subject matter of music. The 
.same reasoning may be applied to all 
kinds of Imitative piece.s, all that we des­ 
ignate as program music. 
Even when 
mu.sic is .associated with a story, as in 
every opera, or an Idea as in every song, 
the storj’ and the idea do not become the 
content of the music, but are simply made 
more interesting by being associated with 
it. The leading motives of the Wagner 
operas are based upon this principle. For 
Instance in “Lohengrin,” when Li. warns 
Elsa not to ask his name the music that 
accompanies his words is so striking that 
when it occurs again without words we 
immediately think of the warning and see 
from the dramatic situation how Elsa is 
in danger of disregarding it; but if the 
words had not been associated with the 
ïhusic the first time we couldn ot attach 
any definite meaning to it later. *Music 
then does not express a thought unless 
a.ssociated with words. 
Nor does it ex­ 
press a definite feeling, although it is 
often called the language of the emotions. 


This phrase, “Music Is the language of 
the emotions,” Is so widely accepted with­ 
out question that in declaring it to be 
only a half truth I feel it necessary to 
make my position very clear. The first 
critic to question this statement was Pro­ 
fessor Hanstick, of the University of 
Vienna, whose essay on “The Beautiful 
in Music” has gone through seven edi­ 
tions like a popular novel and aroused 
more discus.sion than any other single 
work on music, with tJie result that its 
conclusions are now generally accepted 
by most thinkers, though the author’s 
hostility to Wagner and modern music is 
deplored. 
Hanstick says: 
"Music con­ 
sists of successions and forms of sound, 
and these alone constitute the subject. 
If we ask several friends at a concert 
w'hat feelings they think a certain piece 
expresses we shall probably get a difFer 
ent answer from every one. They will all 
agree that it Is either sad or cheerful, but 
one will say the sadness is of despair, 
another of memorj', another of repent­ 
ance, and so on. It Is impossible to say: 
This music represents this feeling." 
Again we use in our churches a great 
deal of music of worldly origin. Many of 
the so-called “Go.spel hymns” are music- 
ally of the same quality as cake walks 
and coon songs; even the best hymns are 
often secular melodies. The tune “Flem­ 
ming” to the words, “O, Holy Savior, 
friend unseen,” was originally a Oerman 
college song to words of Horace. If music 
expre.sses emotion it is certainly wrong 
for the 
church to associate its finest 
hymns with these worldly feelings. But 
music does not express emotion-and the 
church is not wrong in using these beau­ 
tiful melodies, if they are adapted with 
good taste. Must we th ^ give up the re­ 
lation of music to emotion? Every ex 
perience would cry out 
against 
that. 
Every person has felt the power of music 
to arouse feeling, that is a different mat­ 
ter. 
Music does not express feeling, it 
arouses it. The music is the cause, the 
feeling the effect 
From this we must not infer that great 
composers are devoid of feeling. On the 
contrary their feelings are stronger and 
keener than those of most men. A com­ 
poser at work is full of the joy of crea­ 
tive power; he may be writing a funeral 
march, a scherzo, a light opera or an 
anthem, the joy of creation is the same 
for all and is far higher and purer than 
mere emotion. 


W hat then does music express if it be 
'not matter, thought or feeling? 
'^ ^ a t 
Is its content? The answer to this ques- 
<tion is one of the riddles of the ages. If 
It could be Answered In words there would 
be no need of music. 


Music Is love in search of a word.” 


Or, as Balzac queries, "Religion, love 
and music, are they not the triple expres­ 
sion of the same fact, the need of expan­ 
sion which agitates every noble soul?” 


But what the great secular poets have 
said so beautifully. In well-turned phrases.^ 
the psalmist who wrote much 
of the 
world's divlnest poetry has compressed 
Into seven words, "While I was musing, 
the Are burned.” 
In that brief phrase 
David^ 'Poet and musician, has told us- 
how poetry and music are written. A m u.’ 
sician composing music does not sit down; 
and evolve it by an effort of the will likef; 
'an editor writing an article on trusts, but 
he feels a mood coming over him which^ 
disinclines him to human society; It Is 
the atmosphere which approaching beauty 
Radiates over a creative nrfnd. 
Re ae^ 
fcludes himself and muses; while he 
musing the fire burns, -there comes sud> 
’denly into his mind a . musical Idea; 
whence it comes no man-knows, himself 
'iea.st of all.r Said Beethoven to his friend 
Schindler: “Walk on while I wait here;; 
^ will Join you biter." While he. niuscd 
the tire burned and when he rejdned hla 
^^rlend the theme and Plan of one of- Ida 
great overtures wjéire hlaaoned ;on- hte 
mind.

^Stéucker and Dresser'^ere sfimihoned* 
iand after a brief examination of Hr. 
Ytffi^ were convinced' that the at­ 
tack^ ^as fatal. 
The fact waV tele­ 
graph^ to Qpvemor Yates, who was 
.in St. Louis/and he hastened to re­ 
turn to Springfield. Hr. Yaies pass­ 
ed away at 10:30 o’clock. 


The deceased was born in Jackson­ 
ville, Jan. 19, 1848. and received his 
early education in the public schools 
of this city and Springfield, removing 
to the laûer place with his parents 
àn 18G1 -«iid remaining there during 
his fatlier’s term as governor of Hli- 
iiois. 
His common school education 
was supplemented by a course in Illi­ 
nois college and two years spent in 
Chicago university. 
The year 1868 
was spent in Washington, D. C., and 
during the year following he was as- 
siitant cashier of the United States 
custom house in New Orleans. From 
1873 to 1880 the decedent most ac­ 
ceptably filled the position of as­ 
sistant postmaster in this city. When 
Governor Yates, his 
brother, 
was 
elected county judge in 1894 the de­ 
ceased became his private^secretary* 
and when his brother in 1897 was 
again honored by the appointment to 
the position of internal revenue col­ 
lector he became 
deputy collector! 
with offices in Springfield. 
In 1898Î 
he was made chief deputy collector 
and upon his brother’s preferment to 
the gubernatorial office in 1900 he 
was made collector of internal rev 
enue, which position he held until 
appointed state superintendents of in 
surance by Governor Yates in 1901 
In the many important positions 
he so successfully filled he was ever 
faithful to every trust, no confidence 
was ever violated and the conscien­ 
tious performance of duty was par­ 
amount in both his public and private 
life. 


The decedent was married in 1874 
to Bula D. Simmons, daughter of 
the late David Simmons, 
of 
this 
city, and their home life haa ever 
been haupy and pleasant. Their only 
son Richard, a promising young man 
of 16 years of age, died in 1894. One 
brother and two' sisters have ' pre­ 
ceded him to tlie land beyond and 
he leaves surviving him his wife, his 
mother, Mrs. Catherine Yates, and 
his brother, the present governor of 
Illinois. 


In his death the state has lost 
splendid official and the community 
a citizen of upright character. 


Dr. William Jayne, of Springfield, 
a life long friend of the family, has 
written 
the 
following 
obituary; 
“E’er the grave encloses forever all 
that is mortal of our belied friend, 
let us Qause for a moment and per 
mit one who has known him for many 
years—from childhood’s day of glee 
to the ripe maturity of intellectual 
power—to say a few brief words in 
relation to the life and character of 
a good and true man. 


ITenry Yates was of no common 
mould. He had a strong individual­ 
ity—peculiar habits of character, gen­ 
tle, firm and decided—was human, 
had his likes and dislikes. In all his 
public relations of life he was stain­ 
less. 
As a public official he had a 
high sense of honor, and his integrity 
was never questioned. 
Those who 
knew him best loved him most. He 
luis held and served in different of­ 
ficial positions, both state and na­ 
tional and has discharged the duties 
of every office with credit and fidelity 
He was without the ambition of hi^ 
father or brother, 
preferring 
the 
more quiet walk of private life, to the 
clash of turmoil and a political strife 
and canvas. 
The sweet endearing 
amenities of social and domestic life 
had a charm for him. 
He loved 
home and all its environments, the 
society of a happy and cultured wife 
and pious mother, and a darling son 
who was so early called away to the 
life eternal, gave him joy and liap- 
piness. With those earthly blessings 
he was content.” 


Funeral services will bo held in 
Springfield and also in this city. The 
services in Springfield will be con­ 
ducted from St. Paul’s pro-cathedral 
at 11 o’clock Simday morning. Rev.

They 
will be in charge of Rev. Mr. De- 
îossctt, assisted by Dr. W. F. Short. 
Interment will be in the family lot 
at Diamond Grove cemetery.
